His Informant ſaith, that hebeing preſent #t the 

information of the ſaid George YVatſon, know- 
eth the ſame in all particulars ro be true, and further 
ſaith, that he was told by Maſter Bowkly and” John 
welch, that rhey were taken by the faid Troopers, 
and four ſwords and Bandiliers and a Reſt was taken 
from them by the ſaid Troopers : But this Infor- 
mant- and four or five others with him conceivirg 
themſelves to be weake for them, did hide their guns 
and fled for their ſafety, and afterwards the Troo- 
pers enquired where the Rogues were that had the 
the Arms : And thereupon rhis Informant and the 


reſt with-drve themſelves, and-durſt not further ap- 


pear againſt them : And this Informant ſaith, that 
VV:ll;am Bowkly told him, that the ſaid Troopers 
cock'd Piſtolk at his breaſhy 2nd drew their ſwords 


and ſwore they wonld TMFhim, ifhe Uid not tell:
